Council Wants fo 
Control Use Of 
Property There | 


Autnorization to secure an op- 
tion on the property south of 
the city hall was granted to City 
Manager R. G. Manley by the 
Upland city council last night. 

The land which is approximate- 
ly 140 by 140 is owned by the 
Shopping Bag markets, Eagle 
Reck, and the purchase price is 
expected to run to $18,000. It 
was orginally purchased by the 
grocery company with the idea 
of building a market on the site, 

The council in taking the ac- 
tion expressed the feeling that 
it would be advisable to buy prop- 
erty not only as gocd business 
investment but also in order to 
have some control as to the kind 
of business that could be estab- 
lished there. ~ 

Several uses of the property 
were suggested at the meeting 
last night. It was thought that 
it might be used as a part cf the 
proposed civic center or re-sold to 
the federal government as a pos- 
sible site for a postoffice. 

The proposal that it might be 
uséd for a city park was reject- 
ed by Councilman Ray Sherwood 
on the basis that it would be too 
expensive for the price that the 
city would have to pay to acquire 
the land 

The property was purchased by 
the Shopping Bag about two 
years ago, At the time the city 
council conducted a postcard bal- 
lot to determine if the city should 
purchase the property. The re- 
sult of the poll against the pur- 
chase but since then it has been 
contended that the vote was not 
representative of the community.

Wavy Lines Save 
Lives, Is Claim 


The Upland city council still 
isn’t giving up on its contention 
that wavy lines are a good safety 
measure. 

It went on record last night 
‘recommending to the San Bernar- 
dino County Highway Safety 
council that experimers be con- 
ducted to determine whether the 
use of wavy lines on state high- 
ways is not advisable as a safety 
device. 

The motion as made by Coun- 
cilman Ray Sherwcod said in 
part that the “officials of Upland 
are interested in saving lives even 
if it doesn‘t conform to state 
rules.” 

According to a letter received 
from the state highway depart- 
ment in Sacramento, an effort is 
being made by the President’s 
Highway Safety conference to 
adopt uniform traffic control de- 
vices throughout the nation. 

“This state conforms to the 
national policy and has adopted 
uniform standard of pavement 
markings,” the letter said. “The 
wavy lines do not conform to 
the uniform standard and we are 
therefore unable to approve of 
them on any state highway 
routes,’ the letter concluded.

But it seems now that the 
bees aren’t bothering anybody 
anymore. The only possible ex- 
planation must be, that “the 
bees read the newspapers, too,” 
Mr. Manley said.

Council Passes 
City Sales Tax; 
Starts August 20 


Upland will have a_half-cent 
sales tax in addition to the regu- 
lar two and a half cent state 
sales tax beginning August 20. 

This was established last night 
with the approval by the Upland 
city council of the second reading 
of the sales tax ordinance. The 
tax. will effect. .all -tangible per- 
sonal property bought at retail 
stores in the city. 

To the consumer the imposition 
cf the city sales tax will mean 
that beginning August 20, he 
will pay a total of three per cent 
sales tax instead of the two and 
haif tax now in effect. 

For the retailer, however, it 
wili mean additional bookkeep- 
ing. It will be necessary for him 
to keep separate records on taxes 
collected for the city and for the 
state. The city license depart- 
ment which is in the police de- 
partment will collect the tax for 
the time being since the state 
has indicated that it will not be 
able to do the collecting for at 
least another year. 

The sales tax was passed by 
the city council in order to meet 
the rising cost of government and 
for the payment of higher salar- 
ies for city employes. 








233 Air Mail Letters 


Received, 152 Sent 


Air mail letters arrived here 
at the rate of 233 a day during 
the three-day government count 
ending last night, it was revealed 
this morning by Orton P. Brady, 
postmater. Outgoing air mail let- 
ters totaled 152 daily.

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Rent Control 
Ordinance Gets 
First Reading 


Prompted by nine complaints 
from both landlords and tenants, 
the Upland city council.last night 
gave the first reading of an emer- 
gency rent control ordinance 
which would be in effect only un- 
til the state legislature or con- 
gress took some definite action. 

The ordinance provides for the 
establishment of a rent control 
board of three members who 


could at their discretion allow 
rent increase of 20 per cent or 
$10, whichever is the highest. 


Landlords wishing to raise rents 
would have to file their request 
with the board and the tenant 
would have five days in which 
to show cause why the increas\ 
shouldn’t be .granted. 
MORE ADVISABLE

Wednesday Night 


The Upland city council will 
meet at a special adjourned 
meeting Wednesday night to 
consider the 1946-47 budget. 

With increased cost of gov- 
ernment and salary increases 
granted to city employes, the 
new budget is expected to ex- 
ceed the one of the previous 
year. 

Whether there will be any in- 
crease in taxes is not known, 
but it was generally under- 
stood that one reason why the 
city sales tax was agreed upon 
was to avoid any increases in 
taxes, if possible. 


City Employes 
Get 15 Percent 
Salary Raises 


In order to keep pace with the 
rising cost of living, the Upland 
city council last night gave city 
employes a 15 per cent salary 
boust and also raised the pay of 
the police and fire chiefs and 
others not covered by the general 
15 per cent increase. 

The new wage scale was ap- 
proved by the council to become 
effective as of July 1, the date on 
which the new fiscal year began. 

The salary of the police chief 
was raised from $300 to 350 a 
month and the fire chief was 
given a salary hike from $260 to 
$300. The city judge was given a 
boost of $22.50 and allowed $50 


a month for clerical help, The 
judge’s pay is now $175. 
In the police .department the 


newly-created jcbs of detective 
sergeant and police sergeant were 
given financial recognition with 
new salary scales being estab- 
detective sergeant will receive 
$250, and police sergeant, $240, 
both af them also receiving an

The Rev. E. Clyde Smith 
officiated and entombment was 
at Bellevue mausoleum. 

Dr. Walton succumbed to co- 
rona thrombosis Wednesday af- 
ternoon in his office when a pa- 
tient, Geraldine Birdsong, 22, 
Camp Baldy, fainted after he had 
administred a sedative to deaden 
the pain. Apparently upset Dr. 
Walton collapsed and efforts of 
physicians and a _ resuscitator 
squad from the Ontario fire de- 
partment were of no avail. Miss 
Birdsong regained consciousness 
within a few minutes, 


Dr. Walton is survived by his 
daughter, Jean, who lived with 
him at 940 North Euclid avenue; 
his father, D. H. Walton, Fuller- 
ton and a brother, Howard Wal- 
ton, Santa Ana. He was a mem- 
ber of the Ontario post, American 
Legion, the Ontario Masonic lodge 
and the California Dental associ- 
ation. He attended the Presby- 
terian church. A resident of On- 
tario for 43 years he was a na- 
tive of Redlands. 

Although his’ daughter, Jean, 
reported that her father had 
never complained of a heart ail- 
ment, the autopsy disclosed that 
it was only a matter of time be- 
fore the heart attack would have 
occurred. The incident hastened 
it, according to the coroner.

The purpose of American mili- 
tary government on Guam and 
Saipan and some of the obstacles 
encountered were outlined for the 
Upland Rotary club Wednesday 
by Kenneth Hanson, former Up- 
lander and for many years with 
the U. S. department of agricul- 
ture. 


Mr. Hanson told Rotarians, 
many of whom had_ known his 
father, Gus Hanson, that the job 
of the U. S. commercial company 
which he represents is to take 
over the economic life of the is- 
lands in the Pacific and _ after 
making it work turn it over to 
the natives. It was hard to say 
just how long that would take, 
he said, but was the purpose of 
the whole program. 


Showing the wide variance in 
the economic life of the islands, 
Mr. Hanson contrasted the wage 
scale in Guam, which was an 
American possession before the 
war, and Saipan, which was own- 
ed by Japan. In Guam natives 
get $3 a day while in Saipan the 
natives, for doing approximately 
the same amount of work, re- 
ceive only 35 cents a day. 

At the present time American 
representatives are running the 
stores and seeing to it that they 
are well-stocked, Mr. Hanson de- 


170 Apply for 
Cal-Aero Homes 


There are now a total of 170 
applicants for housing units at 
Cal-Aero, Leo J. Murphy, assist- 
ant county service officer, dis- 
closed today. 

“Of course, we have no way 
of knowing whether some _ of 
these applicants have left the city 
or not,” Mr. Murphy said. “It 
is likely that some of them have, 
but that’s the number cf appli- 
cations that we have on file.” 

With constiuction on veterans’ 
homes ready to start at Cal- 
Aero within a few days, Mr. 
Murphy said that present indi- 
catibns were that practically all 
of the applicants would be ac- 
commodated at Cal-Aero. This 
estimate is based on the assump- 
tion that 20 or more of the ap- 
plicants have left this area since 
only 148 housing units will be 
available. 

“Homes will be given out on 
the basis of need entirely,’ Mr. 
Murphy said. “If there is a fam- 
ily, let us say, living in a re- 
converted chicken coop, it is 
easy to see that their situation 
is desperate and that they should 
have priority over a man and 
wife who are living in a rcom.,” 

The Cal-Aero homes, when they 
are completed, will be available 
only to veterans in Upland, On- 
tario and Chino areas, which 
would also include Cucamonga, 
Alta Loma and Etiwanda. 

However; there is one applica 
tion from Henderson, Nevada, 
from a local man who wants to 
return to the West End but has 
been unable to do so in the past 
because of the lack of housing.

Rich Talk Draws 
Wide Attention 


On February 11, 1946, Francis 
M. Rich, now general manager in 
(charge of production for the Kais- 
er steel mill in Fontana, deliver- 
ed an address at Queen’s Univer- 
sity, Kingston, Ontario, that is 
considerable attention 
among the nation’s industrialists. 

Basically, the speech dealt with 
the qualifications of individuals in 
the positions they hold in indus- 
try. In breaking down his sub- 
ject, Mr. Rich stated, “Broadly 
speaking, the function of industry 
is to do its utmost to continual- 
ly provide a better standard of 
living for society in general’, and 
went on to show how this is pos- 
sible through increasing the qual- 
ity of the workman through de- 
velopment of his qualifications to 








; move upward to better positions 


in industry. 

Ultimately, the speaker devel- 
oped his subject to the point where 
he outlined the points industry 
looks for in a man before pro- 
moting him to an executive posi- 
tion. Mr. Rich also listed those 
things industry expects of a col- 
lege graduate prior to his at- 
tainment of a position of import- 
ance, and finally, the contribution 
of the individual to society out- 
side of business. 

A full reading of the text by 
those seeking advancement of the 
speech is recommended by men 
high in industry as a prerequisite 
to their promotion,
